It is now called Spanish In- 
fluenza because the present 
severe 


form with its complications is 
be- 


lieved to have originated in Spain. 


Influenza is a dangerous di.-ea=e, 


especially, for infancy aijil old age. 
Those who rccoyer will'receive more 
or,less injury which is likely to be 
permanent. Sometimes the heart is 
disabled by the influenza 
poisons, 


again the kidneys and yet again the 
nervous system, etc. The mouth and 
nose are the ports of ehtraricc of the 
irifeejion which is passed from one 
person to-another. Coughing, sneez- 
ing Jiud spitting transmit the disease. 
Xb person can cough, sneeze or spit 
without throwing into the air drop- 
lets of the secretions from tne nose 
and mouth and these droplets always 
contain infection. If the person who 
coughs, sneezes or spits simply bus 
a cold he is disseminating the infec- 
tion which plapues hin^ and if he 
had the-grip influenza, or according 
to its new name "Spanish influenza," 
or is a pneumonia carrier theu when 
bE-coughs or sneezes or expectorates 
'ifeSprojects the microbes of his Jis- 
aftsc into the, air for other persons 
to breathe.

consists in not coughing' or .snee/.ing 
or spitting without due 
protection 


against spreading 
the 
infection. 


When any person is 
compelled tin; 


sneeze or cough he should hold bis 
handkerchief in front of his mouth 
orjiose in order to catch the drop- 
lets. Tf he is compiled to spit while 
on the street lie should spit on the 
gutter and not ou the sidewalk. In 
the house extra care should be token 
for as a matter of fact all respira- 
pory diseases may be termed "indoor 
diseases." It is meant by this that 
they are caught, in the house.
